Although June Dairy Month Is a national promotion, 
it Is of particular significance to Southern Californians, 
since this area is the world's largest dairy center.

Since more than 5 million Southern California.  de­ 
pend on fresh milk from locals                     
sources production facilities! amountg of orflnR«, pulp. ]in, 
have had to be concentrated in| 
the relatively small area not 
utilized for subdivisions, orange 
groves and industrial construc­
tion.

This small area, known as the 
Los Angeles milkshed, is oper­ 
ated on a large-herd basis, with 
"drylot" feeding of the cattle.

Most of the cows are large 
Holsteins. eating an average of 
30 po'unds of hay a day. This 
means that the dairy production 
center must be provided with 
tremendous quantities of hay.

Most of this is trucked In 
from nearby irrigated valleys of 
Southern California. In addition. 
Los Angeles has become Ameri­ 
ca's major market for copra 
meal as a source of protein. The 
dairy owners also utilize bran, 
hpet pulp, cottonseed meal, bar­ 
ley and oats, as well as small

'sped, milo maize and molasses 
for feeding their livestock .

With all the problems that 
be«et the modern dairv farmer
of LOR Angeles County. South­ 
ern California * are still able to 
get as much milk as they want 
at prices ranging considerably 
less than those of other parts of 
the country.

Milk furnishes children and 
growTiups alike with an abun­ 
dance of the food values they 
need for the maintainanc* of 
good health.
